London Populace Impressed With the 


Added iiravity of the Truusvaul 
Situation—President Steyn's Speech 
ut the Opening of the Volksraad In- 
dicates the Afrikanders' Attitude. 
London, Sept. 22.—While the precise 


result of the secret session of the raad 
of the Orange Free State is not known 
liere, President Steyn's speech at ths 
opening of the session is regarded as 
an almost infallible indication of the 
attitude which the Free State will take. 
Commenting from this point of view, 
the London daily papers are all im- 
pressed with the added gravity of the 
situation, and murmurs are beginning 
to be heard regarding the dilatoriness* 
of the government in getting troops 
forward. 


Military men are said to be impatient. 


They assert that evei-ything is ready 
and that they are only waiting for or- 
ders. It is recognized that the attitude 
of the Orange Free State makes the 
original estimates based upon Dutch 
neutrality too small.

The government is faced with some-

Sept. 22.—The volksraad met, with a 
full attendance. 
President Steyn read 


a carefully prepared speech. 


After welcoming the burghers, he 


expressed regret that the relations be- 
tween Great Britain and the Transvaal 
had become strained. 
The members, 


ie said, were aware of the meeting of 
Sir Alfred Milner and President Kru- 
ger at Bloemfontein, when President 
Kruger made proposals which, although 
refused by the British high commis- 
sioner, were unanimously considered 
throughout the Orange Free State to 
be exceedingly fair. 


Proceeding to 
review the negotia- 


tions, President Steyn said the Trans- 
vaal had been decoyed by the British 
diplomatic agent at Pretoria, Conyng- 
barn Greene,and he practically accused 
the imperial government of a breach 
of faith. 
He said he was disinclined 


to advi«e the Transvaal government 
to accept the latest British demands. 
The present critical state of 
affairs 


could not toe a matter of indifference 
to the Orange Free State, which was 
bound by treaty to afford assistance to 
the Transvaal, and he had, therefore, 
convened the volksraad to decide what 
attitude should be taken. 


"There 
is 
nothing," declared the 


president, "that warrants war or an at- 
tack upon the Transvaal. Such differ- 
ences as exist can be solved by arbitra- 
tion. War would be an insult to relig- 
ion'and civilization." 


In conclusion, President Steyn said 


he would take this opportunity of lay- 
ing certain draft laws before the volks- 
raad for consideration, praying God to 
give the members strength to pass res- 
olutions not only conducive to peace 
and prosperity, but also in the interest 
of their beloved state. 


Immediately after the speech Presi- 


dent Steyn asked the volksraad to go 
into secret session, which was agreed 
to unanimously.
